Annual  meeting  of  the  Pennsylvania  Association  for  the  Blind, 
January  8,  1914,  was  called  to  order  by  the  President,  Col.  J.  M. 
Schoonmaker.

Arthur,  C.  C.  Cooper,  Mrs.  C.  H.  Friend,  James  Patch,  Mrs.  E.  E.  Rieck, 
Mrs.  Cass  Sunstein;  for  two  years,  to  fill  the  unexpired  term  of  Lee  S. 
Smith,  Allen  T.  Burns. 

The  following  committee  was  named  to  secure  the  services  of  a firm 
of  chartered  accountants  to  audit  the  books  of  the  Association  before 
they  are  turned  over  to  the  new  Treasurer:  Col.  J.  M.  Schoonmaker, 

T.  S.  McAloney  and  the  Executive  Secretary. 

Upon  motion,  amendments  to  Sections  2,  5,  6,  7,  S and  10  of  the 
By-Laws  of  the  Association  were  adopted.

President’s  Annual  Report 


Pittsburgh,  Pa.,  January  8,  1914. 
To  the  Pennsylvania  Association  for  the  Blind: 

Members  of  this  Association  may  well  point  with  pride  to  its  splen- 
did progress  and  excellent  achievements  in  the  past.  Previous  reports 
have  shown  an  ever-growing  value  and  importance  of  the  Pennsylvania 
Association  for  the  Blind,  but  the  record  of  the  past  12  months  sur- 
passes in  every  respect  that  of  former  years. 

Success  continues  to  attend  the  efforts  of  this  Association  to  help 
the  sightless  in  many  and  varied  ways.  In  1913  more  blind  were  bene- 
fited than  ever  before;  more  money  was  placed  in  their  hands  for  work 
performed  and  dozens  whose  names  do  not  appear  as  workers  have  been 
materially  assisted  by  social  service  work  of  a valuable  nature;  the  scope 
of  the  Association  has  been  considerably  widened  and  the  work  for  the 
blind  brought  down  to  a system,  parts  of  which  are  being  eagerly  copied 
by  organizations  in  other  states;  a spirit  of  greater  self-reliance  has 
been  inculcated  into  the  minds  of  the  blind  and  their  product  has  im- 
proved wonderfully  in  quantity  and  quality;  the  state  work  .of  the 
Association  begun  in  a comparatively  small  way,  has  shown  evidences 
of  great  success,  judging  from  the  splendid  results  already  accomplished 
by  the  Lackawanna  branch,  at  Scranton. 

The  men  in  the  workshop  have  improved  greatly  the  quality  of 
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their  product  aud  the  general  average  of  earnings  is  much  higher  than 
it  was  a year  ago.  The  caners  have  become  more  adept  and  the  blind 
home  workers  have  learned  to  make  -a  number  of  new  plain  and  fancy 
articles  which  are  readily  saleable.  As  a result  of  the  proficiency  shown 
by  the  blind  workers  under  the  care  of  the  Association,  their  product 
can  be  offered  to  discriminating  buyers  without  apology  on  the  part 
of  the  Association  but  with  the  firm  assurance  that  the  price  and  quality 
are  equal,  if  not  more  attractive,  than  similar  products  made  by  seeing 
persons. 

On  March  1st,  Mr.  Hugh  Arthur,  executive  secretary,  resigned  to 
take  up  other  duties,  but  he  has  continued  his  interest  in  the  work  by 
accepting  election  to  membership  on  the  Board  of  Directors.  A month 
after  his  resignation,  Mr.  W.  W.  Stamm  assumed  the  duties  of  executive 
secretary,  and  has  carried  out  as  far  as  he  has  been  able  on  a limited 
appropriation,  the  aims  of  the  Association  for  state  work. 

The  Association  felt  a great  disappointment  when  the  expected 
state  appropriation  of  $50,000  for  extension  of  the  work  throughout 
the  state  did  not  materialize.  Plans  which  had  been  made  looking  for- 
ward toward  the  securing  of  this  appropriation  were  changed  as  a 
matter  of  necessity,  but  the  Association  has  since  been  trying  to  make 
the  $5,000  appropriation  granted  do  the  work  of  many  times  that  amount 
of  money. 

There  had  not  been  a time  in  the  history  of  the  Association  when 
it  could  not  give  a good  account  of  its  stewardship  of  public  moneys  and 
the  year  1013  was  not  behind  the  others  in  this  respect.  The  figures, 


MAKES  ATTRACTIVE  RUGS 
Many  of  the  finest  homes  now  have  rag  or  mop  yarn 
rugs  made  on  this  loom 
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elsewhere  reported,  show  that  the  blind  received  more  money  than  was 
generously  appropriated  by  the  City  of  Pittsburgh,  a record  not  new 
to  this  Association,  but  quite  unusual  for  an  organization  dependent 
wholly,  or  almost  so,  upon  appropriation  from  city  and  state. 

To  make  it  possible  to  pay  the  blind  such  a large  amount  of  money 
meant  the  pushing  of  their  product,  a feature  of  the  work  which  has 
been  the  stumbling  block  in  the  path  of  many  organizations  for  the 
blind.  The  broom  trade  has  been  worked  up  to  such  a point  that  it 
requires  little  additional  pushing  and  the  sales  of  home  work,  which 
nearly  doubled  last  year,  have  been  achieved  through  a very  large  num- 
ber of  special  sales  and  exhibits  at  many  public  places. 

The  Lackawanna  branch  has  had  a splendid  start  and  has  already 
accomplished  a great  good  for  the  dependent  blind  of  that  county.  A 
report  of  the  branch  secretary,  Mrs.  Anna  V.  Van  Orman,  showing  that 
26  blind  have  been  benefited  in  a financial  sense  and  that  the  sight  of 
three  persons  has  been  restored  or  improved,  proves  the  practical  value 
of  the  work  being  done  in  the  vicinity  of  Scranton  and  what  might  be 
accomplished  in  other  parts  of  the  state  if  the  needed  funds  were 
available. 

To  the  harmonious  co-operation  of  each  committee  and  each  mem- 
ber of  these  committees,  is  due  a large  part  of  the  credit  for  the  good 
results  which  ha've  been  accomplished  by  the  Pennsylvania  Association 
for  the  Blind  in  1913.  A continuation  of  such  effort  will  certainly  re- 
sult in  further  benefits  to  the  blind  in  the  coming  year. 

The  Association  already  is  laying  plans  for  an  adequate  state  ap- 
propriation in  1915,  but  it  needs  the  assistance  of  each  member  to 
exercise  their  influence  on  members  of  the  state  legislature.  Ours  is 
a worthy  work,  a highly  necessary  work  not  duplicating  that  done  by 
any  other  organization  in  the  state  and  as  such  should  have  the  support  of 
the  state  and  its  prominent  citizens.  1 would  suggest  a campaign  to 
lay  the  needs  of  the  adult  blind  before  the  public  in  every  part  of  the 
state  in  the  hope  that  the  results  will  be  such  as  to  enable  the  Associa- 
tion to  carry  out  more  of  its  plans  for  state  extension  work.  I would 
further  recommend  that  instead  of  the  customary  audit  of  the  Associa- 
tion books  by  a committee  of  members  of  the  board,  the  correctness  of 
the  accounts  be  certified  to  by  a firm  of  chartered  accountants.

Executive  Secretary’s  Report 


Pittsburgh,  Pa.,  January  8,  1914. 
President  and  Members  of  the  Pennsylvania  Association  for  the  Blind: 
Your  executive  secretary  begs  leave  to  submit  the  following  report: 
When  your  former  executive  secretary  presented  his  report  a year 
ago,  it  contained  an  eloquent  account  of  many  splendid  deeds  accom- 
plished for  the  adult  blind  in  seven  counties  of  the  state;  the  report 
gave  in  detail  the  hopes  of  the  Association  for  the  future  and  mapped 
out  a most  ambitious  program  for  the  year  1913. 

Some  of  these  ambitions  have  been  more  than  realized  by  the  Asso- 
ciation officials;  others  have  been  temporarily  delayed  in  their  fulfill- 
ment. Splendid  as  were  the  results  a year  ago,  they  fall  far  short  of 
the  good  accomplished  in  1913.  In  the  past  twelve  months,  the  activ- 
ities of  the  Pennsylvania  Association  for  the  Blind  have  spread  to  15 
counties;  the  blind  received  50  per  cent,  more  money  than  they  did  in 
the  previous  year;  the  output  of  the  broom  shop  increased  30  per  cent, 
and  the  number  of  chairs  caned  increased  33  per  cent.  Blind  home 
workers  received  one-third  more  for  their  labors  than  in  the  previous 
year  and  the  receipts  from  sales  of  products  made  bv  the  blind  nearly 
doubled. 

During  the  year  171  persons  were  benefited  in  a financial  sense,  this 
including  26  persons  who  were  aided  through  the  Lackawanna  branch, 
at  Scranton.  These  171  persons  received  $18,145.78,  which  is  more  than 
the  combined  appropriation  from  the  state  and  from  the  City  of  Pitts- 
burgh. This  showing  may  well  be  regarded  as  remarkable,  for  few,  if 
any,  philanthropic  organizations  can  boast  of  such  a record.  This  is 
in  comparison  with  $12,161.14  paid  to  the  blind  in  the  previous  year. 

By  the  present  methods  of  handling  the  work  for  the  blind,  the 
cost  of  organization,  overhead  expenses,  etc.,  are  all  borne  from  receipts 
from  sales  and  from  a small  special  fund  of  contributions  from  friends 
of  the  Association.  ' It  is  our  belief  that  no  other  organization  working 
ir.  the  interests  of  the  adult  blind  can  show  that  its  charges  receive 
more  monejr  than  was  actually  appropriated  for  their  care.  And  it  is 
with  pleasure  that  we  call  attention  to  the  fact  that  this  money  was 
earned  by  the  blind  and  not  given  as  a matter  of  pure  charity.  This 
$18,145.78  is  made  up  of  the  following:

The  Association  has  had  its  first  real  experience  in  organized  ex- 
tension work  and  the  record  of  the  Lackawanna  branch  has  been  grati- 
fying. A special  report  of  the  branch  secretary  gives  in  detail  the 
organization  and  progress  of  that  branch  of  the  Association.  It  is  to 
be  deeply  regretted  that  the  expected  state  appropriation  of  $50,000 
for  state  extension  work  was  denied  this  Association  on  account  of  the 
lack  of  state  funds  to  make  the  grant.  Of  the  $5,000  appropriated 
from  the  state  the  Association  has  done  much  good  for  the  needy  blind 
and  has  plans  whereby  the  money  may  spread  over  a great  area  to  the 
benefit  of  a large  number  of  people.

I blind,  the  Pittsburgh  workshop  occupies  a unique 
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position.  It  is  the  only  workshop  of  any  size  where  the  product  is 
readily  saleable.  No  pushing  is  needed  to  dispose  of  our  product  of 
brooms;  in  fact,  there  were  several  times  during  the  year  when  the  pro- 
duction was  far  below  the  demand.  With  a little  effort  the  broom  sales 
could  be  doubled,  but  to  meet  such  sales  would  mean  the  employment 
of  another  sighted  employe  of  the  broom  shop.  To  this  there  has  been 
objection  as  the  Pennsylvania  Association  for  the  Blind  is  one  of  the 
organizations  whose  management  does  not  relegate  to  the  blind  only  the 
mere  routine  work  and  employed  sighted  persons  to  do  the  principal 
labor.  Withal  this,  the  brooms  from  the  Pittsburgh  Workshop  for  the 
Blind  are  so  well  made  that  they  can  be  offered  to  the  public  without 
apology  for  either  workmanship  or  price. 

The  workshop  has  been  put  into  good  condition  and  is  a splendid 
place  for  the  purpose.  However,  there  is  an  ever-present  fear  that  the 
property  may  be  sold  and  the  Association  compelled  to  seek  new  quar- 
ters. Furthermore,  the  members  of  the  Pittsburgh  City  Council,  who 
generously  appropriated  $15,000  in  1913  and  the  same  amount  for  1914, 
ask  the  Association  to  try  to  secure  other  quarters  where  the  tax  exon- 
eration will  not  be  so  high,  the  taxes  exonerated  on  the  property  occupied 
by  the  Association  in  1913  amounting  to  nearly  $2,000. 

This  presents  to  the  Association  the  need  of  acquiring  its  own  prop- 
erty and  suitable  building;  friends  of  the  Association  who  know  how 
or  where  it  might  be  possible  to  secure  such  a property  should  communi- 
cate with  the  officers  of  the  Association  who  would  gladly  receive  the 
information.

The  Association  helped  this  blind  man  in  business 
which  he  manages  successfully 
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The  chair  caning  presents  a more  serious  proposition  than  the  broom 
shop.  it  is  less  remunerative  to  the  blind  workmen  and  to  keep  the 
men  busy  all  the  time  taxes  the  ingenuity  of  the  management  to  the 
utmost.  During  the  past  year  there  have  been  few  occasions  when  there 
were  not  enough  chairs  in  the  shop  to  keep  the  men  busy.  Friends  of 
the  Association  would  help  this  feature  of  the  work  greatly  if  thej 
would  do  some  soliciting  among  their  acquaintances  for  such  work.. 
Demonstrations  at  the  Western  Pennsylvania  and  East  Liberty  Exposi- 
tions and  at  a number  of  sales  held  during  the  year  have  been  quite 
effective  in  securing  orders  for  caning  chairs  but  many  more  could  be 
handled.

HOME  WORK 

In  the  handling  of  the  home  work,  there  has  been  a constant  im- 
provement. A system  has  been  devised  which  is  giving  uniform  satis- 
faction. The  blind  women  receive  their  work  with  greater  regularity 
than  formerly  and  the  finished  product  is  well  taken  care  of  and  paid 
for  promptly  on  receipt.  Numerous  volunteer  cutting  clubs  have  ren- 
dered efficient  service  during  the  year  in  preparing  the  material  for 
the  blind  women  to  sew. 

From  the  standpoint  of  new  and  attractive  articles  of  a quickly 
saleable  character,  the  work  has  not  been  as  successful  as  had  been 
hoped.  This  has  been  due  to  the  inability  to  get  the  proper  person 
as  home  teacher.  Several  persons  were  engaged  in  this  important 
position  but  their  lack  of  initiative  failed  to  bring  out  the  finer  qualities 
so  often  essential  in  work  for  the  blind.  At  this  date  negotiations  are 
under  way  by  which  it  is  hoped  that  the  long-sought  proper  person  to 
handle  this  work  will  have  been  found.  The  home  teachers  made  960 
visits  to  blind  women  during  the  year. 

The  salesroom  in  the  Jenkins  Arcade  was  abandoned  in  September 
as  an  unprofitable  venture  owing  to  the  third  floor  location  and  the 
necessity  of  paying  rental  for  the.  space,  use  of  which  had  been  donated 
to  the  Association  in  the  previous  year.  The  selling  expense  was  there- 
fore high  and  few  sales  were  made  to  persons  other  than  those  who 
made  a special  visit  to  the  salesroom  for  that  purpose.  A first  floor 
location  in  the  downtown  district  would  undoubtedly  be  a good  adver- 
tisement, but  there  is  a question  as  to  whether  the  results  would  justify 
the  payment  of  rental  as  other  Associations  have  found  it  inexpedient 
to  maintain  salesrooms  under  such  conditions. 

Exhibits  at  the  Western  Pennsylvania  and  East  Liberty  Exposi- 
tions were  much  more  successful  than  in  the  previous  year  and  they 
made  many  new  friends  for  the  Association.  During  the  holiday  season 
sales  were  held  in  the  Rosenbaum,  ICaufmann  and  Boggs  & Buhl  depart- 
ment stores.  The  management  of  each  of  these  stores  donated  the 
space  for  the  booth  and  aided  the  selling  by  advertising  and  in  many 
other  ways. 

An  unusually  large  number  of  sales  were  held  by  women’s  clubs, 
church  organizations  and  in  private  homes  with  the  result  that  an  al- 
most unheard  of  activity  in  the  disposition  of  needlework  done  by  blind 


women  was  accomplished.  Friends  of  the  Association  spread  the  fame 
of  the  blind  workers  of  Pennsylvania  in  several  other  states  of  the 
Union.

NEW  INDUSTRIES 

It  has  been  the  aim  of  the  Association  to  get  away  from  routine 
work  for  the  blind  where  it  is  possible  to  do  so.  This  has  not  been  an 
easy  task  as  few  seeing  persons  are  willing  to  give  a blind  person  the 
opportunity  to  prove  his  worth  at  some  new  occupation.  In  spite  of 
this  general  antipathy,  the  Association  has  been  successful  in  securing 
work  for  blind  women  at  wrapping  chocolates  for  the  Pennsylvania 
Chocolate  Company;  making  bags  from  waste  burlap  for  holding  small 
castings  for  the  C.  A.  Turner  Company;  making  paper  bags  of  a unique 
design  for  the  O.  Hommel  Company,  and  knitting  kindergarten  balls 
for  the  Board  of  Education  of  Pittsburgh. 

Other  work  of  varying  nature  has  been  promised  and  the  executive 
secretary  has  visited  a number  of  factories  in  the  hope  of  placing  some 
of  the  blind  workers  in  positions  which  they  may  be  capable  of  filling. 
Persons  who  have  knowledge  of  work  which  a blind  man  or  blind  woman 
might  be  able  to  do  would  confer  a favor  on  the  blind  and  on  the  Asso- 
ciation by  giving  this  information  to  the  Association.  There  are  many 
occupations  which  one  may  do  without  sight,  but  it  is  a big  task  to  prove 
this  fact  to  employers. 

PREVENTION  OF  BLINDNESS 

Not  as  much  progress  has  been  made  in  this  important  phase  of  the 
work  as  the  officials  of  the  Association  had  hoped,  largely  on  account 
of  the  small  state  appropriation,  which  did  not  permit  of  an  extensive 
prevention  campaign  in  addition  to  the  other  work  of  a general  nature 
which  the  Association  is  trying  to  do.  A lot  of  splendid  lantern  slides, 
particularly  designed  for  use  in  lectures  on  the  prevention  of  blindness, 
have  been  secured  and  some  talks  on  the  subject  given  in  various  parts 
of  the  state.  The  executive  secretary  will  be  glad  to  address  any  or- 
ganization on  the  work  for  the  blind  at  any  time.  That  the  Associa- 
tion’s work  has  not  been  entirely  negligible  in  respect  to  prevention  or 
alleviation  of  blindness  may  be  seen  from  the  fact  that  several  persons 
are  enjoying  restored  or  improved  vision.

Examinations  and  operations  on  many  blind,  or  partly  blind  men 
and  women  were  made  during  the  year  by  Dr.  W.  W.  Blair  and  his  asso- 
ciate. Dr.  C.  W.  Jennings,  both  of  whom  performed  these  duties  freely 
and  without  thought  of  remuneration.  To  Dr.  C.  L.  Frey,  of  Scranton, 
the  Association  is  also  indebted  for  many  valuable  services  freely  ren- 
dered for  the  blind  there.  Three  distinct  cases  of  blindness  in  Scran- 
ton have  been  materially  improved  through  Dr.  Frey’s  treatment  and 
operations  in'  the  past  eight  months. 

In  all,  28  blind  persons  were  examined  by  oculists  in  different  parts 
of  the  state  through  the  agency  of  the  Pennsylvania  Association  for 
the  Blind;  12  blind  persons  were  treated  at  hospitals  during  the  year. 


PUBLICITY 

The  experience  of  the  former  executive  secretary  and  the  present 
incumbent  in  publicity  matters  has  resulted  in  the  securing  of  splendid 
notices  of  the  work  and  plans  of  the  Association.  Special  feature 
articles  favorably  portraying  the  various  phases  of  tho  work  with  at- 
tractive photographs  havo  appeared  in  the  daily  newspapers  ol  1 itts- 
bursh,  Scranton  and  other  cities  of  the  state,  as  well  as  in  the  various 
weekly  publications.  By  such  means  a greater  public  interest  in  the 
blind  has  been  aroused  and  the  disposition  of  the  product  of  the  blind 
women,  especially,  being  made  more  easy.  r ... 

Post  cards  to  the  number  of  15,000  were  distributed  and  o,000 
copies  of  a lecture  on  ophthalmia  neonatorum  were  placed  in  quarters 
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where  they  could  be  of  value  through  several  different  agencies  Other 
literature 'showing  the  scope  of  the  work  done  by  this  Association  was 
widely  distributed.  The  publicity  given  the  Association  work  has  been 
an  effective  aid  in  its  work. 


MEMBERSHIP 

Membership  in  this  Association  has  been  obtained  in  spasmodic 
efforts  in  the  past  without  reference  to  any  well  defined  plan  of  action. 
During  the  latter  part  of  the  year  a membership  campaign  was  com- 
menced which  it  is  expected  will  be  continued  throughout  the  year  1914. 
The  membership  fees,  placed  in  a contingent  fund,  enable  the  Associa- 
tion to  perform  special  personal  service  for  needy  blind  when  the  funds 
from  city  or  state  appropriation  would  not  be  available  for  such  purpose. 

Membership  has  been  confined  heretofore  largely  to  the  Pittsburgh 
district  but  in  the  future  a determined  effort  to  enlist  members  from 
all  over  the  state  will  be  made.  Members  of  the  Association  owe  it  to 
the  blind  to  use  their  influence  to  get  legislation  that  will  provide  the 
funds  necessary  to  carry  on  a state-wide  work. 


PERSONAL  SERVICE 

Much  splendid  work  is  done  through  the  social  service  committee, 
while  personal  service  by  individuals  has  been  the  means  during  the 
past  12  months  of  bringing  happiness,  good  health  and  sunshine  to 
many  unfortunates.  Many  of  the  blind  men  and  blind  women  depend 
almost  entirely  upon  the  clothing  and  shoes  which  are  sent  to  the  Asso- 
ciation for  their  use.  Complete  outfits  have  been  furnished  to  a num- 
ber of  men  in  the  workshop  and  the  rigors  of  the  winter  lost  their  terror 
through  the  warm  overcoats  which  were  given.  Several  Needlework 
Guilds  sent  in  lots  of  new  underclothing  and  outer  garments  for  men 
and  for  women,  all  of  which  was  distributed  to  good  advantage. 

About  100  blind  and  their  friends  enjoyed  the  annual  picnic  given 
by  the  social  service  committee  at  Schenlev  Park  on  July  8th.  The 
same  committee  served  a turkey  dinner  to  the  men  in  the  workshop  on 
December  31st. 

The  Kingsley  House  Association  acted  as  host  for  two  weeks  for 
30  blind  women  and  10  blind  men  at  its  summer  home,  Lillian  Farm, 
near  Valencia,  and  the  same  association  distributed  Christmas  baskets 
to  ten  families  badly  needing  such  holiday  cheer. 

One  man  was  loaned  sufficient  money  by  the  Association  to  start 
up  in  business  in  New  Kensington;  another,  started  in  business  in  the 
year  previous,  was  further  assisted  with  his  rent  so  that  he  now  has  a 
flourishing  business  which  needs  no  assistance  from  the  Association. 
Pensions  were  secured  from  the  Government  for  several  blind  persons, 
sons  of  veterans  of  the  Civil  War;  six  newspaper  stands  were  secured 
for  others;  one  was  sent  back  to  Germany;  28  examined  by  oculists  and 
12  sent  to  hospitals;  assistance  in  securing  engagements  for  playing, 
singing  or  other  entertaining  was  given. 

The  executive  secretary  came  in  direct  personal  contact  with  prac- 
tically all  of  the  171  persons  who  were  aided  through  the  Association 
during,  the  year  and  with  many  others  who  needed  no  assistance.  He 
spent  in  social  service  work  for  the  blind  many  hours  and  has  the  satis- 
faction of  knowing  that  his  efforts  often  resulted  in  practical  good  for 
those  in  whose  interest  he  labored. 
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STATE  EXTENSION  WORK 

No  keener  disappointment  could  have  been  sustained  by  any  or- 
ganization than  that  felt  by  the  Pennsylyania  Association  for  the  Blind 
Iknnn  * ®xPeeted  state  appropriation  of  $50,000  dwindled  down  to 
$5,000  for  two  years.  Ambitious  plans  which  had  been  made  for  the 
extension  of  the  work  were  necessarily  curtailed  and  the  idea  of  estab- 
lishing branches  in  Reading,  Harrisburg,  Altoona,  Wilkes-Barre,  Lan- 
caster  and  L-rie  was  temporarily  abandoned.  The  splendid  success  of 
the  Lackawanna  branch  from  its  very  inception  led  the  Association  to 
decide  to  continue  this  branch  at  all  hazards. 

The  foundation  work  for  branches  in  the  other  cities  mentioned 
will  be  laid  during  the.  present  year  and  a concerted  effort  to  interest 
the  influential  persons  in  each  place  in  the  work  of  the  Association  so 
that  when  the  next  Legislature  convenes  sufficient  pressure  will  be 
brought  to  bear  to  secure  for  the  Association  the  much  needed  appropria- 
tion. Requests  for  assistance  from  adult  blind  all  over  the  state  have 
been  received  but  the  Association  has  been  powerless  to  aid  in  a majority 
of  the  instances. 

Success  of  the  Association  as  a state-wide  organization  depends  so 
completely  upon  the  aid  from  the  state  that  friends  of  the  Association 
are  urged  to  do  their  utmost  toward  interesting  legislators  to  the  neces- 
sity of  using  their  positions  to  aid  in  the  securing  of  an  adequate  ap- 
propriation at  the  next  session  of  the  Legislature. 

IN  CONCLUSION 

The  Association  must  acknowledge  that  the  splendid  achievements 
of  the  past  year  would  not  have  been  possible  without  the  assistance 
of  many  large-hearted  persons  and  organizations.  Without  a continua- 
tion of  their  aid,  the  aims  of  the  Association  for  1914  will  not  be 
fulfilled.  To  those  persons  and  bodies  who  have  been  previously  men- 
tioned in  this  report  and  to  all  the  others  whose  names  will  be  found 
elsewhere  in  the  annual  report,  hearty  thanks  from  the  Association  and 
from  the  executive  secretary  are  extended. 

The  Association  was  represented  at  the  biennial  convention  of 
Association  Workers  for  the  Blind,  at  Jacksonville,  111.,  in  June,  by  the 
executive  secretary  and  the  assistant  secretary.  Following  the  con- 
vention, inspections  of  the  work  for  the  blind  in  St.  Louis,  Chicago, 
Milwaukee,  Columbus,  Philadelphia  and  New  York  were  made.  Ideas 
were  exchanged  at  each  of  these  places  to  the  benefit  of  all  parties. 

This  Association  is  trying  to  co-operate  with  the  workers  for  the 
blind  in  the  eastern  part  of  the  state  in  maintaining  a bond  of  fellow- 
ship which  shall  result  in  lasting  good  for  the  greatest  number  of  adult 
blind.  Needy  cases  of  blindness  in  all  parts  of  the  state  receive  the 
same  consideration  as  far  as  is  possible  on  the  funds  at  the  disposal  of 
the  Association  and  our  great  regret  is  that  we  cannot  aid  every  needy 
blind  person  in  the  great  state  in  which  we  live.

Lackawanna  Branch 
Report  of  Branch  Secretary 


January  8,  1014. 

President  and  Members,  Pennsylvania  Association  for  the  Blind: 

Gratifying  results  have  been  accomplished  by  the  Lackawanna 
Branch  of  your  Association  since  its  organization,  in  November,  1912. 
Organized  largely  as  an  experiment,  it  has  proven  a blessing  to  many 
blind  persons  in  Lackawanna  County  and  especially  to  those  in  Scranton. 

While  the  officers  and  board  of  the  Lackawanna  Branch  were 
chosen  in  November,  1912,  the  real  activity  of  the  branch  did  not  com- 
mence until  May,  1913,  when  the  present  headquarters  at  721  Mulberry 
street,  Scranton,  were  opened.  These  quarters  are  commodious  and 
easily  accessible  from  the  center  of  the  business  district.  Your  branch 
secretary  thought  she  could  handle  the  work  in  conjunction  with  other 
duties,  but  soon  found  the  task  so  large  that  she  was  compelled  to  de- 
vote her  entire  time  toward  the  interests  of  the  Association. 

Since  the  opening  of  the  Mulberry  Street  headquarters,  this  branch 
has  been  the  means  of  placing  $1,335.04  into  the  hands  of  26  Lacka- 
wanna County  blind,  while  the  census  records  of  many  others  were 
taken  and  much  real  social  service  work  was  done.  Brooms  and  home 
work  done  by  the  blind  at  the  Pittsburgh  headquarters  were  sent  to 
this  branch  until  the  local  blind  could  be  taught  to  do  similar  work. 
There  were  sold  159  dozen  brooms,  at  $441.68,  and  $103.95  was  received 
from  the  sale  of  home  work.  The  chair  caning  done  at  this  branch 
office  has  given  universal  satisfaction  and  has  been  the  means  of  keep- 
ing from  two  to  six  men  employed  at  various  times.  In  all,  226  chairs 
were  caned  for  Scranton  customers  and  the  entire  proceeds,  amounting 
to  $193.19,  were  placed  into  the  hands  of  the  blind.  Thirty  pianos  were 
tuned  and  three  pianos  sold,  the  fees  and  commissions  amounting  to 
$180.00. 

The  work  here  has  had  splendid  advertising  through  publicity  in 
the  local  newspapers  and  in  a concert  given  by  the  blind,  in  August. 
This  concert  opened  the  eyes  of  the  Scranton  public  to  the  capabilities 
of  the  blind- and  was  the  means  of  securing  for  them  some  work  they 
would  not  have  had  otherwise.  It  was  a splendid  success  from  every 
point  of  view. 

Through  Dr.  C.  L.  Prey,  the  sight  of  three  people  was  saved  or 
materially  improved  and,  in  our  opinion,  these  results  warranted  the 
expenditure  of  the  funds  to  maintain  the  branch,  if  no  other  good  re- 
sults had  been  accomplished.  Donations  of  office  equipment,  money 
and  clothing  have  been  generous,  but  the  branch  could  use  to  good  ad- 
vantage further  contributions.  No  appeal  for  funds  has  ever  been 
issued  by  this  branch,  but  there  is  a crying  need  for  further  aid  for 
needy  blind  in  this  county. 

With  only  a small  financial  encouragement  for  the  coming  year, 
this  branch  expects  to  make  an  even  better  showing  than  it  has  in  the 
few  months  since  its  organization.  Wo  hope  to  introduce  home  teaching 
to  our  blind  women  and  sell  their  product  in  stores  and  elsewhere  later; 
we  expect  to  place  in  positions  with  seeing  people  numbers  of  our  blind 
men  and  women  and  we  believe  that  we  shall,  by  proper  preventative 
measures,  save  or  improve  the  sight  of  a number  of  men,  women  and 
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children.  We  expect  our  work  to  extend  to  many  quarters  of  the 
county,  not  now  touched,  and  to  deliver  illustrated  lectures  on  the  work 
among  the  adult  blind  throughout  this  section  of  the  state.
